Washington, June 29. — Dr. Oscar 
Loew, one of the expert vegetable 
pathologists of the agricultural depart­ 
ment, has developed to what he believes 
Is a point of practical use a new treat­ 
ment for germ disease* which promises 
to supersede the serum treat men t now 
in use in diphtheria, fevers aud mauv 
other diseases. 
Dr. Loew’# work has 
been carried on for several years in ool 
la bo rat ion with Dr. H, Emmerich. 
The 
experiment* have been conducted in the 
laboratories of Munich end this country. 
The results never have been published 
in full, bul have been such as to war 
rant introducing tho treatment into 
actual hospital prat'tire. 
I be treatment is similar in some re­ 
spects to the serum treatment* but de 
peuds on a different principle, the basic 
Idea being the presence of a class of fer­ 
ments knowu rn enzymes, which are 
produced by the same bacteria that pro- 
i duo the disease. 
It is because of the 
production, or rather overproduction, of 
a certain enzyme that dis*ase such as 
typhoid 
“run its course” and then 
die out of the system. 
Tho bacteria in 
this case, it is stated, are simply killed 
by the ferment they produce. 
The ob- 
Joel of the new treatment I# to produce 
a pure enzyme, which introduced into 
the human system, will kill the disease 
germs wMmmM injuring the patient. 
This differs from the principle of inoc- 
cn int ion for sm&ilnox aud other diseases, 
where the object is to give the patient a 
mild type of the disease to render him 
immune to the more virulent type. 
Dr. Loew aud his colleague, Dr. Em­ 
merich, have studied and cultivated the 
enzyme# of various diseases and, it is 
claimed, lave found that the enzymes 
of am ain bacteria wfU kill, not only 
ti>«r parent germs, bat ako the germs 
of cholera, typhoid fever, amhar#*, 
diphtheria, black plague, staphloooooi 
and probably gonooccL

Standing o f the Club©. 
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•tory of an American Citizen Who 
Wa© a Guatemalan Prisoner. 
New Orleans, June 29.—The steam­ 
ship Breakwater hat reached this port. 
She had as passengers the principal ac­ 
tors in a story of Guatemalan brutality, 
in which American citizens figure as 
victims. 
The case is one which was 
brought to the attention of W. Godfrey 
Hunter, American minister to Guate­ 
mala and Honduras, but in which he 
failed to act. 
The two passengers were John B. 
Richard* and W. H. Harris. 
Richards 
sheltered some Americans who were 
presumed 
by 
the 
Guatemalan* to 
be filibusterers. By the kindness which 
he showed these men, Richards proba­ 
bly placed himself under suspicion of 
revolutionary tendencies 
Ho had lived 
in Costa Rica for five year# before he 
wont to Guatemala. 
Richards told his story to a reporter 
as follows: 
“Some months ago Harris 
came to me and tulked me into a pros­ 
pecting tour in the Zacapa district. We 
located a claim where we washed out 
#17 worth of gold in an hour. 
Full of 
our discover, we went to the capital of 
the province, where we meant to prove 
our claim. 
\\ e got a lawyer, but before 
we had finished, the Jefe, or head man 
of the province, told us to leave the 
country. 
Instead, we went back to our 
claim. Troops were sent after us. Har­ 
ris escaped. 
“I wtL* captured, taken back to Za­ 
capa and thrown into a filthy room with 
89 criminals. 
I wired Minister Hunter 
of my arrest, telling him I was abso­ 
lutely innocent of any wrongdoing. 
Here is the original telegram I received 
in reply: 
I have received your telegram of yester­ 
day relative to your order of expulsion; 
authoriu >s claim to have proof to justify 
order. 
“It was signed ‘W. Godfrey Hunter.’ 
”1 wa# arrested on Juue 16,” contin­ 
ued Richards, “kept in the Zacapa jail 
for 36 hour*, and then taken to Porto 
Barrios, at the end of a rope and under 
heavy guard. 
There I was locked up in 
a filthy cell aud kept for two day# with­ 
out food. 
When the Breakwater ar­ 
rived, I wa* put aboard and my fare 
paid to this country. My treatment was 
a# cruel as it was unjustifiable. 
On the 
Breakwater I found Harris. 
He had 
slipped into Porto Barrios, where the 
authorities had located him, and hustled 
him aboard the ship, paying his fare to 
Belize. 
“I was almost dead, as a result of the 
treatment I received, when I was put 
aboard the Breakwater, 
We intend to 
take up our case with the authorities at 
Washington and see if we cannot ob­ 
tain some redress. 
Americans ara abso­ 
lutely helpless in Central America.”

I Dorsey and R. H, Prinkelton, a com­ 
mittee appointed by the nonunion negro 
miners of Pana, saw Governor Tanner 
late yesterday in regard to the condi­ 
tions at Pana 
They stated that the Pana operators 
had brought them from Alabama under 
false pretenses, agreeing to give them a 
contract for quo year or a# long as they 
wanted to work and had Toiled to do sa 
They claimed that the operators had not 
discharged them, but had simply closed 
up their mines, paid off all the miners 
that wanted a settlement, throwing 
them out of employment, leaving many 
with little money, and women and chil­ 
dren even suffering for th© necessities 
of life and unable t© leave Pana 
They 
said the operators have been asked to 
make provision for sending the negroes 
back to Alabama, but declined, saying 
they had all they could do to look ofter 
their own affairs, and have absolutely 
failed to assist thrir late employes in 
any manner. 
They declared the union 
miners bari become the best friends of 
the non onion negro miners and that 
Mayor Cor ma ti is doing what he can to 
aid them. 
Governor Tanner expressed his re­ 
gret at the condition of affairs in Pana 
and bi> sympathy with the negro min­ 
ers and said when he obtained the list 
he would see what he could do for 
them.
